Osr. evening in the autmun of lao-, during a tern, 
panrr bit at a uuddy liltlo uahinff Htation ni-or tbc 
Junction of tlio river Avon with lliolirutol Channel, 
an advcniure befid me, which might have been at- 
tendkKl with vtrly unioward nulla, and which 1 
fthall relate aa hriefly aa may be.

" su'nersJ man" haa acted in undertaking the 
office of Munchausen of the "Oold Rocks." "I 
well recollect, im theutawlj ot Auxtrxliana do, 
that t'-r year. Mr CotlES exhibited in bis 
window a parcel of specimens labelled * Native 
Australian Cold.' This waa in George-street, 
the grind street of the city or Sydney, in tht 
daily sight or thousand*.'' We do not doubt 
that Mr. Cojtxxt aaay have labelled hi* speci- 
mens, but aa to the (J-n-J^ why did Mr. 
Caivaxi mention them, except to throw dim 
pute on all gold -finders bat himtetf. This he 
doe*, and shortly proceeds to rate Sir 
E. MtracHisox because be throws cold 
water on Mr. l-'a i.« nut's " speculations" on gold 
in England. Then follows a very well 
designed bat remarkably ill-digested scheme 
for settling hie own claims by what we do not 
scruple to call " *■ iHttntiea." " My late com- 
panion in a New Zealand expedition, Kiakcis 
Poe*xs, took a more decided course, He 
publicly announced his knowledge and convie. 
lion, though it mil H*i tdl 184* that he pui-

ception these communicatinni received, not only

What It our reply to thix f Aa likely 
to know as much about the Sydiuy Morning 
Herald aa Mr. Calvert, w* declare that Mr. 
Pomeis never pubt'tehed in this journxl, in 
1849, or in any other year, any papers on gold 
narking, thcnigk another gentleman did pub. 
lith some on " mining.' ' Then, we are assure:! 
by those who know, that Mr. Foanai had no 
means of making any full discover) about 
gold in IS49. rot he had made no db- 
corery at ail. Nov, though interested in 
geology aa well at in other science*, did 
tie aaaume an* right to (peak authorita. 
lively. Mr. Calviit ha* learned from 
a pamphlet published in Sydney in 18." I, that 
" the late Faxstcix Fosses, Baq„ had appealed 
to lb* public concerning thi production of 9 M ; 
that numerous papers had bean published in the 
Sj/diuy Her til,! cm the su&jeet of gold working 
in lliaf," and not undetxtuiding that "thenra. 
Jwinm at gold" waa a very different thing from 
the Koriing of gold (being a statistical and 
commercial expression, and not i geological 
term), xnd not knowing that the mention of the 
pipers alluded to had no reference to Mr. 
Koxbis at all, but to the writer of the pent- 
phlet, from which Mr. Calveet has xiLracted 
every fact and statement availible to hinieir, 
parading them with distinct reference*, except 
in three inxtancn, of which the present ia one :

one else. In the pamphlet itself, the author, 
(the Rev. W. B. Claxki) says, at pave 10, that 
New Caledonia and Net, Zealand will be edited 
to the list of auriferous conn trie*. Independent 
testimony abewa that the Latter waa proved to be 
such in 1 843, But Mr. Caltbet, not antici- 
pating thia proof, slyly puis in a foot-nota, that 
he discovered it to be so ia 1848/, in company 
with Mr. Fun he", and New Caledonia in 1849, 
when he not only found gold in Devonshire, but 
in Autralia! How did he get to New Cale- 
donia? What was br doing there f The real 
truth it, that, aa the book shows over and over 
again, there is nothing hinted at by others, 
nothing done, bat he makes ua* of the hint or 
the statement to be " beforehand, " and 
to aasert he did it himself. It
